Tho pooplo of Vuncouvor luland 
cannot but fcol highly griitiliod at tho 
irnuk reply of Governor Seymour to 
tho addrosB proaenlod to him on tho 
'subjoct of tho removal of" tho public 
ofliccs to tho mainland, and at tho as- 
■ ' aui'anco lurniBliod by Uis lixcoUoncy 
that thofoura expressed by the deputa- 
tion wore grQuiidiesB. Tiis Bxcolloncy 
promieos, almost in as many worda, 
that liin polioy bIuiII bo one that will 
. .4_conduco to tho happinoss, eooarity and 
"'prosperity of tho people, tho ad- 
vanoement of ovary interest affooting 
the welfare Aad growth of the Colony 
and the iaoreaso of popular represonta. 
tives in tho Ooaocil,— wbioh expression 
wb take to mean that qaestioos of 
weighty import will be left to tho un'' 
controlled aotiOD of the Legislative 
Cqanpil, and that the wishes of the 
peoplo-f^^ oppressed through thci^' 
'representatives — will receive that ro- 
speut and attention which is their duo. 
If such bo tho intention of the reply, 
a fow woekti only can olapso ero our 
' most prominent griovaiicoy will bo re- 
moved and tUo Colony restored to a 
position of comparative ' progress. 
Ono of tho lirst and most important 
subjects that will engage tho attention 
of tho Council is the location of tho 
Capital of tho United Colony. jS"ow 
Westminator — a niosl unsuitable loca- 
tion for tho seat of Government while 
the muiiihind was a Colony by itaolf — 
has beconio still more unsuitable eiuco 
tho consummation of Union. Nature 
never intended tho place for a com- 
mercial entrepot ; and climatio ini 
fluonces, combined uith a wretched 
eito and ita remoteness from tho cen- 
tres of industry, place it beyond tbe 
'hope of successful competition with 
any other town on the mainland when 
the question comes to a vote of the 
Council or of tho people.' Wo are 
av^are that it has been' urged that an 
Imperial Act located the capital por>, 
maaentiy at New "Westminster; but 
this statement is palpably incorrect. 
The Act merely saya that the place 
jifqrmerly. known as Queensborough 
shall bo known and designated as 
N ew West minster j and, in order that 
'«thero may bo no misconcoption as to - 
' the place meant, it is alluded to as tho 
"Capital of British Columbia." But 
there i.s nothing muid about permanently 
jilacing tho capital at iS'ow Westmin- 
ster, or anywhere oLso. In addition to 
its other drawbacks, Now Wostminstor 
posBc-isos not tho first eluinent of per- 
manency, lis very oxieiteuco hangs 
by a tliroad, us it Were. iL in in the 
power of tho Hudson Bay Company^ 
now that Utiion ha.s been etl'ucted, to 
run tlieir boats Iroiu Victoria to Yale 
witlioui stopping to ask "how«d'yo- 
do V ot the people at tho Capital 
Uow long would the "city" survive 
after tho cold shoulder bad boon thus 
turned towards it, oven if it remained 
tho seat of Government? XJnquosx 
tionably, tho proper place for the Copi" 
tOki of tho Colony is somewhere in tho 
interior, as near tho centre of trafQc 
to and f rom tbe mines as circumEtancos 
will permit. Yale, Lyitoo, Clinton, 
Lillooot — and even Queanolmoutb — 
offer inducements for tho establish', 
ment of tho Capital wbiob cannot an ' 
will not be overlooked by either Govv 
ornmont or people wlien tho proper 
timo arrives tolii: upon its pormauent 
rcrtti ngpiaijo. Biic wo have yet to 
moot will) llio firnt intelligent person 
Iroin eithur ul the towns iiuined who 
does not acknowlodgo that Until tho 
population has materially incruased — 
until jiropor road.i liuvo boon made 
from several jioints on the coast 
AViiOreby tho in tei'ior may bo readied 
at all aeasoiiB of tho year without 
danger to life or limb — and until tho 
Colony is in a atato of prosperity that 
will enable it to erect new aud sub- 
stantial buildings lor tho accoiuinoda- 
tion of its ofilcials — tbo timo will 
not have arrived to ostablisb the sont 
ot Qovernmont in tho interior. Undor 
a ;wise system of Government, such as 
we are promised by Governor Soy- 
mour^ a few years only can elapso 
bofoio the Colony will bo in tho en- 
joy raont of those real advantages; but 
until such prosperity Khali dawn upon 
us, but one opiniou is oxprossod as to 
the proper plaoo lor the temporary 
location of tho seat of Government. 
Oiitsido of tho limits of Now West" 
jninsterj Victoria is tho unanimous 
chuiee of the people ot tho mainland. 
And no wonder, it is the point where 
tho jiriiiciiial 1 i. 'noss uf the •Julony it) 
transacted, it represunls Lwostiiirdii 
of all tho wealth ot the country. 
'Xiio money of its inerchantH has been 
Ireoly spoilt in biiiidiiig roads through 
, ,i ftho interior, iu lurnisbing luoilitios for 
thpi0An'i»gej9l sappU^! to ,tKe mqst 



distant quarters of tho mainland. Be- 
sides, there is life, and Lustlo, and 
oRorgy visible Lore. Tho merchant 
or minor who loaves tho upper counn 
try on a tour of business or pleasure, 
instead of finding a place more dismal 
and droary than tho one he has just 
left, finds well-kept liotels, handaomo 
dwellings, macadamized streota and 
roads; ho is brought within tho 
humanizing influence of tho ehurch" 
going boll," and tho social araenitiea 
of life, which aro denied hiiu clsoi 
whore. Ho has, in short, every 
blessing, comfort and luxury that can 
bo procured in any city on tho coast. 
And when he wishes to move north, 
sooth, oast or wost, neither fields of 
ice, nor trackless snowdrifts, nor seas 
of mud, interpose obstacles in his path. 
Such aro a few of tho induooments 
that Victoria can offer to-day lor itho 
temporary ostablishment of tbe Seat 
of Government in her midst, and these 
inducemenlB, wo feel sure, will not be 
ignored \7hen the question of tho 
Capital shall come before tbe Oonooil 
for their decision. In a few days tho 
Council will bo at work, and it is tbe 
duty of the people in all payts of the 
Colony to at once hold meetings and to 
momorializo tho Government on the 
subjoct. In Cariboo, wo aro persuaded 
that not fifty minors will bo found who 
will not cordially endorse all tliat we 
have said on this head ; and at every 
town and ranch on tho mainland tho 
feeling is unanimous in favor uf tlie 
change of tho Capital. Kvon at New 
Westminster, there aro many men 
who, willing to sink tUeir own little 
local pri>judicos and interests for the 
advancement and wolNbeing of tho 
whole country, would gladly sign a 
memorial praying for tho temporary 
location of tho Capital at Victoria 
Boonomy is demanded on all sides, 
Tbo financial condition of tbo Colony 
is not Buoh as will permit of tho ox- 
ponditure of the monies necessary for 
tbe erection of new Government 
buildings. Here, at Victoria, we have 
thorn roady-buiit to our hand. Shall 
wo occupy and tiirn them to advan- 
tage, or shall we abandon them for 
tho bats and owls to hold high carnival 
within their walls, and oxpond §150,-. 
000 in tho erection of other quarters 
at New Westminster ? It is for tho 
people themselves to answer.

ihe boar. I nccfl not go the Bible to show 
you how the many prophecies concerni,Tg 
the ond of tho world prove that the " clanh- 
in^ of spliercH " is not fur di^laut, but 1 will 
call your attention to one pro('liL-cy 
that is lo bo heeded.
